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RKMARKS 



Claims 1 -24, and 26-29 aro pending in the present Application. Claim 22 has been 
canceled, claims 1 , 2, 1 2. 1 5, 16. 19-21, 23, and 26 have been amended, and elaim 32 has been 
added, leaving elnims 1-21, 23, 24. 26-29. and 32 for eonsidcralion upon entry of the present 
..ucndu^enl, No new n.aller ha., been introduced. Reeonsideration aiid allowance of the elanns 
nre rcspectrully rcqueslcd at least in view of the above amendments and the following n^marks. 

Regarding the drawi.igs issues, the undei-signcd held an interview with superv-isory 
Examiner Tuan Ho on May 12. 2005 after first contacting Examiner Aggawaral prior to Apnl 1 3, 
2005 several times to clarify the di-awing objeoUon because the MPEP section cited m the OfHce 
Action was not coixeet nnd was required by Examiner Ho. Now. it has been clari fied that the 
E«anuner is requesting a Legend for the block portions of the noted figures. ExammerHo 
...grccd that the replacement figures may be submitted atter this response is f.lcd and will not 
result in the ease going abandoned. He agreed to issue an Interview Summary. 

1 35 U.S.C J.1 02ie) Efiicslionslia^gioiUhc SiizuJcLl6Q5.2alent 

Clam»s'i-21 stand rejected based on ^Hceed ajUicipation by U.S. Patent No. 6.1 1 1.605 to 
Su/uki C605 Patent). Applicant respectfully traverses these rejections. 

As disclosed in the Specification (p. 13. lines 10-14), Xh^ printer characteristic 
infonnalion used in Applicant's claimed invention is "... the information relating to the .icns^ty 
cUu^acterisiic of the printer or the sharpness charactemic, or in the case of the printer usmg an 
ink ribbon, includes the infom.ation relating to a size of a ribbon or color, but. is not hmUed to 

lhat/' (emphasis added) 

further, it is explained tlmt processing "the image signal according to the/»r.W.r 
characteristic information prior to tho print," affords among other advantages that, "the finished 
i,nage condition of the composite image can be confirmed in advance, which is eonvemcnt." 
(Specification p. 13, lines 1. 2. 7-9). In other words, the finished print as it will appear afler 
priming on a specific printer duo to the printer characteristics can be displayed prior to pri,W.,g. 
Sec page 35. lines 11-13. Applicant's elainis 1,2, 12, ,6, and 20 have been amended to more 
specifically claim these limitations. 
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In contrast* the *605 Patent, however, docs not teach image processing performed on nn 
image to allow Tor tins iidvancc viewing or confirmation of tlic image. Specifically, the '605 
Pnlcnt liocs not teach image processing with printer characteristic infonnalioa as claimctl, i.e., no 
density characteristics or shari*>ness ch<iracleristics, but simply gives tlic user tabular infomiation 
about 'Torm $5?se, an orientation of the form, a resolution, a magnification, and offset value (a 
position for starling printing on recording paper) or the like/' (coL 12, lines 1 8-25, figures 4A, 
4B of *605 Patent) This typo of ^'picture infonnation" is not related lo the convenient ijnagc 
coiinrrnalion or cbaractcrislic infonnation claimed by Applicant, even to the extent to which 
lliosc selections jnay bo uso fully reflected on h display means, 

I-or injitancc, it is unlikely that many digital camera display screens envisioned by the 
'G05 I'atonl could usefully depict form size for the range of sizes that maybe desired for printing. 
wSimilarly, while iho nuignificalion of an image to be printed may be simulated on a display, this 
has no bearing on wlicthcr the image would reflect, for example, the density and shaipness 
cliaraclcrisUcs of the printer to be used. 

For at least these reasons. Applicant respectfully submits tliat independent claims 1, 2, 
12, 16, and 20 are in acondition for allowance. The remaining rejected dependent claims (3-11, 
13'15» 17-. 11), and 21) arc therefore al$o alIow;^ble. 

IJ,, Additional Antici pation Rciccttons of Dependent Cl aims under t he '605 Patent 

hi tiddilion to the reasons prcscjitcd above. Applicant's dependent claims 15, 19, and 21, 

as amended, are very different from than the ^605 Patent, As disclosed by Applicant 

(Specification p. 19, lines 5-12, cmpliasis added; see also Fig. 1 1 for an example of the image 

composition occurring for this template processing, with Ihc final image available for display 

mid printing), template processing: 

**mcans that the image processing is conducted on the photojpraphetJ hftage so 
that it is formed into the form of a New Yearns card or calendar, the image 
composition is conducted as if the object is settled In a photo-frame^ or aft if the 
object is photo^ruphed tos^ther yvith cartoon charactci's, or the processing to 
compose a beautiful landscape ami the object image^ but, it is not limited lo 
those," 

The '605 Patent, on the other hand, only teaches generation of a "character code" associated with 
inputted voice data (col. 20, lines 8-27), and the ability lo display that "character code" on the 
liquitl crystal panel so that the voice data can be easily located (col. 20, lines 48-54). Figures 1 8 
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and 10 only sliow Iho ability to associate this code with an image, and display it on the Liquid 
Crystal Panel, un<l specifically do not teach integrating this with the image, enabling the 
composite image willi code to bo printed. For jit least these reasons, the "template pi-ocessing" of 
Applicwnrs amcntlc^l claims 15, 19, and 21 is not tanght by the ^605 Patent, aiid these claims are 
in condition for allowance. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the rejections of 
those claims. 

IIL-3S US_.CL110.2(c> based on the ' 933 Patent 

Independent claims 22 and 23 stand rejected based on alleged anticipation by U,S Patent 
No. 6 ,774,933 to Suznki (*933 Patent), Applicant respectfully traverees these rejections. 

Claim 22 has been canceled. Applicant's claim 23 claims "...(d) a judgment means for 
judging whether or not a photographic operation by the image sensor duiuig a recording 
openjlion by the recording moans is conducted according to information of electric power 
consnfuptioH on the imago recording means and the image sensor." (emphasis added) 

The *933 Patent, however, docs not teach allowing or inhibiting photographic operations 
based upon information of eteciric power consumption, but simply inhibits it during printing 
regardless ofpotrcr consumption information. Ihe "picture taking pTx>hibition (lag" (col. 5^ 
line 41 -coL 6 line 2) is an oiVoff proliibition set automatically upon commencement of printijig 
(Fig. 3) and inhibits picture taking regardless of electric power consumption (Fig. 4) until 
printing is complete. 

For at least this reason. Applicant respcctftilly submits that independent claim 23 is 
allowable. 

Applicant's new claim 32, depending from allowable claim 23, claims the further 
limitation that "the infonnation of declac power consumption according to which the judgment 
means judges includes voltage:' (see also Spccincalion p. 22, lines 17-22) Applicant 
respectfully submits that for at least these reasons, claim 32 is also allowable.

Independent claint 24 stands rejected based on alleged anticipation by Maeda. Applicant 
respectful ly traverses this rejection. Applicant's claim 24 claims: 
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.(d) a coitrollcr for making tlic image recording means lb suspend a recording 
operation when a photographing operation by the image sensor is instructed 
during Iho recording operation by the image recording means, for making the 
imago sensor lo pliolographing, and Ihcn for making the image recording means 
10 restart tlie recording operation after the photographing operation of the image 
sensor is finished," 

An example ofihis is illujilrulcd by Applicant's Figure 18, wherein printing is paused between 
each color if photogiaphy is attempted. (Described in Specification p. 42, line 14- p. 43, line 7) 
Pfoweverj the controller taught by Maeda docs regulate the supply of power to a camera 
section and a printer section, it simply does it on demand, and docs not discriminate a(\cr the 
fashion of Applicant*^ claim 24. Tabic 1 (col. 9, lines 32-41 ) expressly allows for the supply of 
power io both ihe pruUer secllcn and camera section siittnltaneously with Dcon signal 1 1 , 
During printer operations in Macda, as shown in Fig. 26B, printing operations occur with that 
Dcou'^I I , mcajiing that Macda teaches a controller that supplies power to both camera and 
printer sections during printing operations, nnd not the sequential supply of power in Applicant's 
above cited claim 24, 

For at least these reasons. Applicant submits that claim 24 is in condition for allowance. 
Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the rejection of this claim. 



V. 35 [J.S.C. 6 1 02fcl Rejections ba5icd oti Tamura (Japanese Patent No. 9-371 25) 

Claims 26-29 stand rejected based on alleged anticipation by Tanmra. Applicant 

rc&pecl fully traverses these rejections. 

Among other issues, Applicant's independent claims 26 and 27 address die following 

piobleiin in the prior art: 

Further, it is a problem that, when the electronic still camera and printer use 
commonly a battery power source, what processing is conducted for the voltage 
drop of the battery, (Specification, p. 6, lines 1-4, emphasis added) 

Beyond just a concern with total battery capacity, Applicant's invention allows: 

. . ,both the print of the image with the higher image quality and the transferring of 
(he clear image signal not including the noise can be obtained, because the 
iuierfereace due to simnUancousty conducting the transferring and 
photographing is suppressed vAxoti the electric power from a single power source 
with the limited power capacity is used. (Specification, p. 24, lines 1 8-23, 
emphasis added) 
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Taimn*a, on Ihc other hand, teaches only pvefcrenlially prohibiting the transfer operalion 
vice ihc photogrophing operation based on power coaccms. (para. 8) Applicant's claims 26 and 
27 jncUidc the opposite, . .prohibiting a photographing operation during a transfer operation,'* 
(claim 26, cmpliasis added) and judging whether or not a photographic operalion by ihc 
imJigc sensor during a ttansfcmnB operalioji of the transfer means is conducted..." (claim 27, 
emphasis added)* 

Additionally, Tamura is limited to making an absolute prohibition '*whcn the remaimttg 
amount ofbattcry of the power supply device has been reduced.*' (para. 8; see also para. 9, 15) It 
<locs not teach the Hcxibility necessary for momentary power drops allowed for by Apphcant's 
jnnondcd claim 26 (where the photographing operalion is again allowed "upon complelioa of the 
tiansfcr operation " and claim 27. 

Tamnra also fails to teach a judgment means "\ . .according to information of power 
consumption on the transfer means and the image sensor," of claim 27. For example, Tamura 
para, 17 and Fig. 2 (cited in Office Action, para, 7) do not look to information of electric power 
consmnplion, but rather to whether of not Iho camera power switch is On or Off, a user input, 
(see also, Tamura para. 7 describing this interlock between image transfer and the camera power 
switch) 

For at least these reasons. Applicant submits that independent claims 26 and 27 arc in 
condition for allowance. 

Independent claim 28, as amended, claims: 

. ..(e) a controller for lowering a luminance for an image display of the display 

means durmg a transferring operation of the transfer means, wherein the image display is 

still visible at some lower luminance, 
Tnmurj, in para. 1 7, teaclics that in order for image transfer to occur, the camera power switch 
m\isl be liinicd off (see discussion above), the effect of which would be to also remove power 
from Ihe imago display. In additioii to not being effected by a controller, but by a user, this 
action would rcsuU in an all or nothing change in luminance, and not the lower luminance of 
Applicant's claim, (sec also, Specification p. 26, lines 8-13) 

E'or at least these reasons. Applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 28 is in 
a condition for allowance. Claim 29 depends from claim 28 and is therefore allowable. 
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yi. I^cw C laims 

Claim 32 has been added to further claim the invention. Support for this claim is found at 
Icnsl at Spccificalion p. 22, lines 17-22. 
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It IS believed that ihe foregoing anicndmenls and remarks fully respond lo the Office 
Aclioi\ and ihat Ihc claims herein should now be allowable to Applicants. Acconlingly, 
rcconsidcrulion and allowance are requcstctl.
